TRUTH PROPHESIED IN FALSEHOODS. 


_ In almost all falsehoods there is some 
truth. There must be, in order to keep the 
falsehood alive. And it is one of God’s 
ways of bringing to naught the devices of 
men, and making their wrath to praise him, 
that often their lies are found to be built 
upon some essential principle of his gov- 
ernment or character, and so to render it 
unwilling assent and homage. Slanders, 
too, against Christ or His church, and as- 
saults upon them have in due time become 
valuable as testimonials to their truth and 
worth. 

The prophecy by Caiphas is a case in 
point. With a coolness and ingenuity of 
malice and hypocricy worthy of the mas- 
ter spirit whom he served, he gave a last 
blow to the staggering consciences of his 
compeers in the murder of Jesus, by de- 
claring, “ Ye know nothing at all, nor con- 
sider that it is expedient for us that one 
man should die for the people, and that the 
whole nation perish not.” We are told, 
however, that being high-priest that year, 
he prophesied in speaking this: that is, he 
spoke under Divine direction, and he spoke 
truth. “ He prophecied that Jesus should 
die for that nation, and not for that nation, 
only.” Apply the remark as Caiphas ap- 
plied its look at it from his stand-point, and 
in the light of his purpose, and it is a lie 
as black as ever darkened hell. Apply it 
in accordance with His view and his inten- 
tion, who guided Caiphas as he spoke, and 
made his utterance prophecy, and you have 
a truth admitted and acted by Anti-Christ, 
which Anti-Christ since then has tried hard 
to deny, you have the hardest feature in its 
hardest form, of the doctrine of a vicarious. 
atonement, declared to be fit and expedi- 
ent,“even our enemies themselves being 
judges,” and you have it confessed; the 
confession wrung out of his murderers 
themselves, in their secret conclave, by the 
convictions of their own constience, that 
Jesus was not condemned, and did not die 
for himself, as the punishment of his own 
ill-doing, but for the people, that the people 
perish not. As you read on in ‘the story of 
his trials and his death, you are tempted to 
believe that this is not the only such proph- 
ecy. They charge him with an intention 
to destroy their temple. What they meant 
was false, and they could not make the per- 
juries by which the charge was to have 
been sustained, consistent enough to even 
cerve their purpose. Yet what. they said, 
how true! For in the great fulfilment the 
types must disappear, and Christ had 


brought the time, when not at Jerusalem 


alone, but everywhere, men might get ac- 
cess to God. And so the temple’s uses 
ceased, and the temple passed away. 

Again, they charged him with treason 
as forbidding to gife tribute to Czsar. 
They knew the charge. was false. They 
had themselves been bafiied in a crafty 
scheme to get that prohibition from him. 
“Render unto Cesar the things that are 
Cesar’s,” was his wise and loyal reply. 
But, after all, as the work of the crucified 
Nazarene goes on, not the tribute only, but 
the throne of Cesar falls before it. All 
‘tyrannies crumble. All bonds of oppres- 
sion snap, for freedom from sin in individ — 
uals is the sole preparative and sure pos- 
sessor of freedom in the State. 

In their reproaches, they clothe him in 
purple, crown him, and place a sceptre in 
his hand; and cry, “Hail, King of the 
Jews!” They knew not what they said. 
Many times he had_ refused the insignia of 
eternal royalty, and declined to be King of 
the Jews; and yeta King he was; King 
of God’s covenant people; of real Jews ; 
and when Pilate wrote his accusation, he’ 
said so, and would not correct it. And as 
though the fact were of world-wide signifi- 
cance, he must needs write the accusation 
—bear the testimony—a false accusation, 
but a true testimony—in Hebrew and 
Greek, and Latin, since beginning at Je-

»And could not Christ’s crown have been 
anything else than thorns? or his death any- 
thing else than crucifixion?’ “ Cursed,” 
said the law, “ is every one that hangeth on 
atree;” and he must bearourcurse. What 
we have sown in sin, springs up in thorns; 
Christ wore those thorns. And, finally, 
when hellish hate has wrought its worst, as 
they watch his dying agonies, their jeer is 
this: “He saved others, himself he can 
not save.” The doctrine of atonement in a 


simple clause! 


The same thing appears in many of the 
objections raised to him, and the slurs cast 
upon him, earlier in his ministry. They 
call him Beelzebub, and so admit his man- 
ifest supremacy over powers of darkness, 
and attesting his wondrous works. Those 
then who dare not say,“ he hath a devil,” 
must admit that he is Divine. On the: 
other hand—“Is not this the carpenter’s 
son, whose mother and brothers we know ?” 
attests for us his humanity, and his broth- 
erhood with us. “ He is the friend of pub- 
licans and sinners,” they declared, and 
asked, is this the Christ?” “ The friend of 
publicans and sinners,” we echo, as we 
ask, is not this the Christ? Their bitter 
lie is our chosen truth; the occasion of their 
reproach hath become the foundation of 
our hopes and praise. “The friend of sin- 
ners ’—then he is my friend and he shall 
be my Savior. 

It would be easy to find such prophecies 
of truth or testimonies to truth scattered 
along the history of ‘the church, at all points 
at which she has been assaulted or vilified. 
Celsus and Porphyny and Julian are cited 
now, not by the opponents, but by the de- 
fenders of Christianity. The physical ar- 
guments—the fagot, the rack, the dungeon, 


were used to destroy. Even gibes by Vol- 
taire have turned their points against him, 
and objections by Hume can be made to 
cut both ways. And the aspersions cast 
upon the church in consequence of mora!

Oliver Wendell Holiness in an article en- 


titled “My Hunt After the Captain,” con- 


tributed to a recent number of the Atlantic 
Monthly, gives an amusing and painful iHus- 
tration of this peculiarity.

Of the 
dignity of our Superior Courts, where prop- 
erty and monied interests are at stake, and 
where the “great unwashed” are rarely 
permitted to enter, we have no complaint 
to make, We know what we are about 
when money is in question; no ultra 
democratic sentiment will lead us to treat 
that with indifference. 

_ Aseending still higher, to the halls of the 


_ Senate and Assembly, and to the Congress 
of the United States, the subject becomes 


almost too painful to dwell upon. The dig- 
nity, the sublimity of the occasion, so often’ 
forgotten or ignored, has become a national 
disgrace. Not content even with denying or 
outraging the authority of the government, 
even the laws of God have been despised. 
There are those who would dispense even 
with prayer, at the opening and closing of 
our legislative assemblies. They are. too 


_ enlightened to invoke the blessing of God 


upon our national deliberations, too. un- 
prejudiced to allow the use ofthe Bible in 
our public schools, or to permit usa na- 
tional recognition of God’s holy Sabbath. 
How far this irreverence has undermined 
the national character, or in what degree it 
may be traced as an element of the present: 
gigantic and criminal rebellion, it may be 
left for the future to decide. Of one thing, 
however, we may be well assured. “The | 
want of regard for great and sacred truths, 
is a national failing, and one that needs im- 
mediate correction. Profound jurists and 
historians tell us that elements of charac: 
ter and government are never lost, but live 
to sway the national future for good or evil. 
Thus, even at this day, after the lapse of | 
2,000 years, we trace in English law, and | 
English. legislation, the influence of the 
Roman civil and military administration , 
the old Saxon witanagemote, the popular 
assemblies of the Northern Sea Kings, and | 
the aristocratic element, introduced by the 
Norman conquerors. . National character- 
istics are absorbed, but rarely or never ob- 
literated. If influences so remote can thus 
affect the present of one of the most pow- 
erful of modern nations, it is certainly not 
inappropriate to consider the national fail- 


ing to which we have alluded as a powerful 


element of the present. rebellion.. . The 
voices that outraged the hallowed precedents 
of the past, now sway the councils of # 
rebel host; the hands that drew the knife 
and pistol within the sacred precincts of ,the 
Senate, now wield the sword to slaughter 
their countrymen, and. to destroy those free |

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The Passage of the Strait Gate. — 

Many are wont to think it a very easy 
thing, one which can be soon accomplished 
whenever one feels like it, without anxiety 
or much trouble. But these memorable 
words of our Savior, “ Strive to enter in at 
the strait gate ; for many will seek to enter 
in and shall not‘be able,” are a direct con- 
tradiction to such an idea. The arousing 
and awakening language of Scripture, call- 
ing on men to repent and not put it off for 
another day, declaring that it is a great 
work to be done, requiring the strongest en- 
ergies of the strongest person, “ running, 
wrestling, fighting, etc.—that the time given 
to do it in is to us uncertain, possibly very 
brief, and therefore calling now upon us, for 
to-morrow even may be too late; all con- 
curs to show us that the effort to make sure 
of the “ free-gift” of Life Eternal, is one 
of very great magnitude. It implies an 
escape from the power of sin, and an en- 
trance into the dominion of righteousness. 
“The Kingdom of God cometh without ob- 
servation ;” it makes no pretensions; it is 
unseen ; it isinthe heartof men. Religion 
comes to us, not only to tell a way of escape 
from the awful consequences of sin, but to 
direct us away from sin itself. If it is not 
successful to make us conquer sin here, we 
we have little reason to hope that it will 
shield us from its consequences hereafter. 
Hence having a heart that loves, and a dis- 
position that determines disobedience of 
God,—a nature and habitude, that impel to 
evil, without our specially intending it (as a 
person utters oaths without thinking of it), 
requiring no effort of the will to enact the 
transgression, but rather the contrary, to 
restrain from it; such a nature must be 
overmastered, its inclination and bent alter- 
ed, its spontaneous volitions checked, and 
the source itself of all volition, and all moral 
action, made right—settled and established 
in the laws of righteousness. 

Our will is, by nature, captive to sin; the 
source of moral action is wedded to iniquity ; 
the governing power of the man is in the 
jnterest .of sin; how then, can he rescue 
himself? How control that which controls 
all? Ifa man’s heart and will are in the 
dominion of evil, how can he bring them 
out of the awful bondage? How vain for 
@ person on a ship bearing him away, torun 
back over its deck, and reach his arms pas- 
sionately over the stern, in his cries to re- 
turn! A greater power is bearing him on, 
even in every step that he is running back , 
So, when our heart and will are set for evil, 
our penitent wishes and cries, and passionate 
efforts, are only volatile directions, over the 
deck, which can be of no avail; the ship 
itself must be brought about ; the purposing 
of the will, and the bent of the heart must 
be turned from evil to good, from wicked- 
ness to righteousness. One-may have tran- 
sient purposes for good,~perform many reli- 
gious actions, and indeed support a habit of 
it for atime, but then relapse to his old, and 
constant state,—as a miser may exhibit acts 


of charity, which are however exceptional, 


not indicating any radical change of charac- 
ter. So the faint volitions of an unregen- 
erated man for good ; they spring not from 

the heart, and do not reach down and move 
the motive power of his moral being. The 
heart and will are to be changed ; their nor- 
mal state must be in holiness instead of 
wickedness ; what, power change a man to- 
tally from center to circumference ? 

_ To the strongest desires, and utmost efforts 
of a man for self-regeneration, must be su- 
peradded, the powerful help of the Almighty 
and this comes not in efficiency, until the 
man has done the last thing for himself—un-

The 
mind must see the immortal prize it seeks, 
the crown of life, and be so determined by 
God's help to reach it as to count all earthly

4th, 1861, by Rev. C. H. Read, D. D., pas- 
tor of the. United Presbyterian Church, 
Richmond, Va., he quotes the following in- 
dorsed argument of the late Dr. Thornwall, 
of South Carolina : 

“On what principle shall labor be organ- 
ized, so as to make it certain that the labor- 
er shall never be without employment, and 
employment adequate for his support? The 
only way in which it can be done, as a per- 
manent arrangement, is by converting the 
laborer (sic) into capital ; that is, by giving 
the employer a right of property in the labor 
employed ; in other words, by slavery.” 

In the light of such an argument, Mr. 
Aikman claims it as his right to say of this 
new Government: | 

“The poor white, not less but even more 

than the black, is the victim. They may 
make the floor upon which the lordly despot 
walks, but the other is the ‘ mud-sill’ upon 
which he treads to reach it. It is this aris- 
tocracy which now has arrayed its million 
warriors against us. It is this aristocracy 
which seeks to crush us all beneath its foot. 
The struggle of to-day has this simple mean- 
ing-—shall the few rule over the many? 
shall the rich lord it over the poor? Itisa 
war of the rich against the peor. This is 

the poor man’s war. Here is wealth and 
aristocracy hurling their armed million upon 
the advocates of labor and equality. For 
them to be triumphant would be to make 
every man who earns his bread by the labor 
of his hands a slave.” . 

We have quoted thus largely from this 
sermon because we need to feel here how 
earnestly this contest is discussed on the 
very confines of the rebellion. We are in 
danger of being tame in our loyalty. The 
danger all the time is that we shall not rise 
to the height of our hour in history. 

The paper from which these extracts are 
taken, holds the same high tone. On the 
question of the employment of negroes as 
soldiers its position is eminently sensible and 


practical. 

“The only questions worthy of thought 
are: ‘Can the negroes fight? will they 
make good soldiers * These answered 
affirmatively, there is no reason why they 
should not be organized and employed at 
every point where more force is needed.” 

Concerning the colonization of the black 
- men, it affirms— 

“If it were possible, it would not be de- 
sirable; for their sudden exodus would 
leave millions of acres uncultivated, and 
many States would become little better than 
deserts. At present their labor is needed, 

and it is idle to talk about dispensing with 
it for many years to come.” 

Altogether, we feel a good deal better to- 
ward Delaware, and not a little more hope- 
ful that the great questions of our day will 
be met throughout the country in the same 
high, clear, and thorough, and at the same 
time reasonable, manner.
